Close Vote Stops 
Proposed Theater 
Discount Plan 


A plan to give SSC 
a discount at five local theaters 
was defeated by the Student 
Council Thursday night. The idea 
was presented by Lee Elam, 
ASSSC president. Elam said the 
plan has been accepted by the 
city high schools and junior col- 
lege, and the University of Cali- 
fornia at Davis 

The discounts were to be given 
by the Esquire, Tower, Senator, 
Crest. and Del Paso theatres. The 
idea was to sell students a ecard 
for one dollar, which would ad- 
mit them to one show free and 
all subsequent shows (until June 
30) for a discount of twenty-five 
to thirty cents. The ASSSC and 
the -heatres would have then 
split the proceeds 

Miss Marshal! Opposes 

Nancy Marshall, vice-president, 
moved not to accept the plan be- 
cause of the time factor in- 
volved. According to Elam, the 
theatres had demanded that the 
tickets be sold by the second 
week of school 

Other reasons for bypassing 
the plan now, were the hope for 
a more inclusive discount card in 
the future and because it could 
not be guaranteed that a person 
could be found to take the respon- 
sibility of selling the tickets. 

Four Vote No 

Those voting to turn down the 
issue were: Nancy Marshall; Bob 
Warner, senior class president; 
Jack Ramsey, men’s representa- 
tive and Bob Ericson, secretary- 
treasurer. Those in favor were: 
Elaine Pellegrini, women’s repre- 
sentative: Jim Millette, junior 
class president; and Dr. Earl Seg- 
rest, faculty sponsor 

The Council then passed a plan 
to finish a study of SCC’s buying 
potential with the idea in mind 
to incorporate a more inclusive 
discount card. Elam said that he 
hoped this card would include 
clothing stores, barber shops, 
cleaners, and restaurants. 

The study is expected to take 
@ full year for selling advertis- 
img by the ASSSC publications. 

Elam Telig of Confab 

Elam reported on a conterence 
to be held at Richardson Springs, 
October 24, 25 and 26. The confer- 
ence would include representa- 
tives of the student govenments 
Conference, and would have six 
work shops covering student gov- 
ernment, finance, rallies, ac- 
tivities, publications and assem- 
blies. Anyone who plans to abtend 
will have to pay their own way 
because there ig no money allo- 
cated for sugh a conference 

In other “business the council 
heard reports on the Fun Fair 
and Homecoming plans. It also 
extended invitations to the facul- 
ty and staff to attend the Home- 
coming dance.

Early enrollment figures indi- 
cate that Sacramento Ctate Col- 
lego will have some 6500 stu- 
dents this year as compared to 
6,000 last year, Dr. Willys W. 
Folsom, Director of Admissions, 
announced last week. The figures 
are based on a 30 per cent in- 
crease in™~enrollment over this 
time last year and an all-time 
record enroliment can certainly 
be expected, Dr. Folsom declared. 

Freshmen enroliment, 533 last 
Fall, is expected to climb to 600 
this year, Transfer students, 1020 
last Fall, will number near 1209 
this year. 

Another indication of a record 
year, Dr. Folsom stated, is that 
summer school enrollment was 
up 16 per cent. 

With the prospect of record- 
breaking enroliment in all phases 
of the program, no classroom 
overcrowding is expected, Dr, 
Folsom declared, ag the comple- 
tion of the new library and ad- 
ministration wings will boost en- 
rollment capacity beyond the 
present expected figures.
